It was my (ſingular Happi- 
neſs, not only to be born of 
Chriſtian Parents, but of ſuch 
as were true Members of the 
Church of Exgland, whoſe Pi- 
ety took care to make choice 

| fit Perfons to preſent me 
_ to Holy Baptiſm the firſt S$u-:- 
day after my Birth, according 
to the Rule and laudable Pra- 
EGtice of this National Church. 

' Fhe Perſons, { ſay, who 
preſented me to Holy Baptiſm, 
"were Canonically qualified 
for that Charitable Ofhce, be- 
ing of good Report, and ſuch 
as had recerved the Holy Com- 

Theſe I call my Godfather: 
and Godmother ,, whom T bear 
a Reverence ſuitable to that 
Appellation. And by my Pa- 


rEnty 
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rents approbation, theſe gave 
me that Name, winch puts me 
mn mind of the Chriſtian 
Faith, in which I was bapti- 
zed, and by which I was liſt- 
ed under Chriſt, and became 
his Soldier and Servant. And 
it is called my Chriſtian Name, 
becauſe by 1t I ſtand related 
unto Chriſt, and diſtinguiſhed 
from Men of all other Reli- 
gions, as Jews, Pagans, and 
Mahumetans. | 

This Name was given me 
at Baptiſm , whereby being 
made a Chriſtian, I was en- 
titled to all the Privileges ap- 
pertaining to thoſe who truly 


bear that Name. So that I 


who by Nature did not be- 
long unto the Church of 
Chnit, which is his Myſtical 
Body, being baptiz'd, became 
a Member of the ſame. And 
being a Member thereof, I 


am no more as I was by Na- 


bo 1h ' ture 
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ture a Child of Wrath , but 
a Child of God: by Adoptt- 
on, through : Chriſt, ' who 1s 
the Son of God by Nature. 
And being thus a Child, I am 
alſo an Heir: of God, and 
Joint-heir . with Chriſt, to a 
Kingdom of Glory. 

But theſe Privileges were 
conferr'd npon me in Baptiſm 
not abſolutely, but en Con- 
dition. that I would perform 
what my Godfathersand _ 
mother did vow and 
mie. 1n.. my behalf, wr" js 
was baptized. For notwith- 
ſtanding that both'-mine and 
all Parents are expreſiy com- 
manded to be diligent 1n 
teaching their Children God's 
Holy Word, and to bring 
them up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord ;. yet 
becauſe Parents may die, and 
ſo be uncapable to-do: this 3 
or they may be neglhgent, and

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ſo either not do it at all, or 
not as they ought ; the Church 
as 'twere took Bound or Secu- 


\ rity of. my Godfathers and 


Godmother for my pious E- 
ducation : Who are therefore 
called my Szreties , and who 
were encharged to have a 
Religious Care to teach me, 
as ſoon as I was able to learn, 
what a ſolemn Vow, Pronuſe, 
and Profeflion I made by them 
in Baptiſm. 

Now .,, the things which 


theſe Sureties avouched to be 


performed by me, are Three, 
(anſwerable to the Three'Be- 
nefits aſſured to me when I 
was baptized.) The firſt was 


an utter renouncing of all 


thoſe Spiritual Enemies that 


 mceſffantly war againſt my 


Soul 5 namely, the Devil, the 


World, and the Fleſh. 


So that; the firſt Spiritual 
Enemy I am to renounce, for- 
B 3 ſake, 
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ſake, and fight againſt, 1s the 
Devil, that evil Spirit, that 
loſt Angel, whote malignity 
againſt me appears in his con- 
_ tinual ſoliciting and tempt- 
1ng me to Sn, and accuſing 
me when 1 have finn'd; and 
reſiſting and hindring me 
when 1 am about'to do good. 
Whom, according to my Sure- 
ties Bond, I ftand obliged to 
renounce, together with all 
his Works; which, in general, 
are all Jins committed by his 
ihſtigation 5 and; in particuy. 
lar, all Sms cormmieted at EY 
his Example, or which b& 
his Image; fuch as Marder, 
Lying, Pride Malice, and he 
hke. 

1am alſo beund (by ver- 
tue of the Bond my Sureties 
gave iN my Name ) to -re- 
nounce this preſent evil 
World. By which 1 under- 
ſtand thoke wicked Men who

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are Enemies to oGodlineG, and 
all thoſe other Creatures 
which the Devil, the Prince 
of this World, ufeth as Baits 


and Snares to {educe me to 


Sin. But beſides my renoun- 
cing the world thus under- 
ſtood, I am alſo to forlake 
and withſtand its Pomps and 
Vanities, that 1s, all Pleaſures, 
Pride. and Wealth, when they 

become 1njurious to Religion, 
and divert or ſtop me in my 
Exercite Ot [ PIRtY 3 V1 VY LECT.

For I find, that from this 


unmortified Corruption there 


ſprings up/ in me many inor- 
dinate Afﬀections , and evil 
Concupiſcencies , which are 
called the Lnſts of the-Fleſh*: 
By means whereof (until they 
are mortified) 'I am: brought 
to entertain the Temptations
